Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  and  the  work  of  your  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1961. 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  dysentery  in  a  hospital  school, 
infectious  diseases  have  given  little  trouble  during  the  year. 

In  April,  with  the  agreement  of  all  the  authorities  concerned, 
the  former  Harrogate  and  Ripon  divisions  for  the  administration 
of  the  medical  services  were  combined  to  form  one  new  division 
with  a  population  of  over  100,000,  and  the  statistics  given  in  that 
part  of  the  report  dealing  with  County  Council  services  refer  to  this 
new  division.  They  will,  therefore,  not  be  comparable  with  those 
for  previous  years. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  has  written  the  parts  of  the 
report  which  deal  with  environmental  hygiene,  has  been  much 
occupied  with  developments  in  sewerage  which  should  pay  dividends 
in  health  when  all  the  schemes  come  to  fruition.  There  are  still 
some  small  sewage  works  in  the  area  which  will  need  rehabilitation 
shortly. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  him,  to  the  Members  of  the  Council, 
and  to  their  officers  for  much  kindness  and  help.

2,  Health  Services. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  the  public  water  supply  is  carried  out 
by  Messrs.  T.  Fairley  and  Partner  for  the  Claro  Water  Board,  and 
the  examination  of  the  public  water  supply  for  plumbo-solvent 
action  is  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  County 
Hall,  Wakefield. 

Specimens  of  milk  and  other  food  stuffs,  including  ice-cream, 
are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  situated  at  Seacroft,  Leeds.  This  Laboratory  also  under¬ 
takes  the  bacteriological  examination  of  the  public  water  supply  for  - 
the  Claro  Water  Board. 

Any  special  investigation  into  outbreaks  of  infection  is  under¬ 
taken  at  the  Leeds  Public  Health  Laboratory  as  well  as  the  isolation 
and  typing  of  poliomyelitis  virus  in  cases  suspected  to  be  suffering 
from  this  infection.  This  is  of  particular  value  in  cases  where  there 
is  no  paralysis,  as  without  such  confirmation  it  is  often  impossible 
to  make  an  accurate  diagnosis. 

The  routine  bacteriological  examination  of  clinical  material, 
such  as  throat  swabs,  is  undertaken  at  the  laboratory  of  the  Harro¬ 
gate  General  Hospital.

The  Division  in  its  western  part  consists  of  the  upland  country 
lying  to  the  south  west  of  the  River  Ure  and  containing  the  upper 
part  of  Nidderdale.  The  eastern  part  is  flat  country  in  the  plain 
of  York  bounded  on  the  north  east  by  the  Rivers  Ure  and  Ouse  and 
containing  the  lower  part  of  the  River  Nidd. 

Harrogate  stands  in  rolling  country  to  the  south  and  west  of 
the  Nidd.  It  has  been  known  as  a  spa  for  a  long  period  and  is  now 
a  busy  conference  and  holiday  centre  which  provides  pleasant 
residential  surroundings.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  an  adminis¬ 
trative  centre  for  large  commercial  organisations. 

The  City  of  Ripon  is  an  ancient  market  town  in  the  valley  of 
the  Ure.  It  is  the  centre  for  a  large  rural  area  around,  and  manu¬ 
factures  paint  and  concrete  products. 

Knaresborough  is  an  attractive  holiday  centre  situated  on  the 
Nidd  in  that  part  of  its  course  where  it  flows  in  a  limestone  gorge 
of  considerable  beauty.  It  also  is  a  market  town  and  shopping 
centre  for  a  large  and  populous  rural  area  and  has  a  large  weekly 
market. 

Ripon  &  Pateley  Bridge  Rural  District  and  Nidderdale  Rural 
District  are  both  large  agricultural  areas  with  numerous  villages. 
The  former  contains  the  small  town  of  Pateley  Bridge  in  the 
valley  of  the  Nidd  which  is  the  administrative  centre  for  the  district.

5.  Cardiac  Clinic 

The  Cardiac  Clinic  continued  to  provide  essential  guidance 
to  parents,  doctors,  and  teachers  on  the  significance  of  children's 
heart  lesions. 

In  some  cases  it  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  protective  measures 
are  taken  before  surgical  measures  such  as  teeth  extraction  are 
undertaken  and  warning  cards  bound  in  plastic  were  issued  to  those 
children  affected. 
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During  the  year  169  children  were  seen,  of  whom  42  were  new 
cases.  These  42  cases  were  classified  as  follows:

6.  Child  Guidance  Clinic 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Gore  for  the  following  report: — 

Mrs.  Nurston  was  given  leave  of  absence  to  study  in  the 
United  States  and  left  the  Clinic  at  the  end  of  May,  and  at  this 
time  we  were  fortunate  to  obtain  the  assistance  of  Miss  H.  Wallace, 
Social  Worker. 

Dr.  M.  Frieze,  Senior  Registrar  at  the  Department  of 
Psychiatry,  Leeds  University  has  continued  to  attend  the  clinic  for 
one  session  each  week. 

105  new  cases  were  seen  during  the  year:  65  boys  and  40  girls 
(18  more  than  last  year).  As  in  previous  years  the  larger  number 
of  cases  came  from  the  Harrogate  and  Knaresborough  area.  The 
referral  figures  being  as  follows: —

These  figures  do  not  really  indicate  the  degree  of  interest 
shown  by  Heads  of  Schools  and  other  teachers  in  the  emotional 
and  educational  problems  of  their  pupils;  since  they  have  often 
been  instrumental  in  bringing  the  child’s  name  to  the  notice  of 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

In  addition  to  the  105  cases  opened  in  1961,  32  were  carried 
over  from  previous  years.  Of  these  137  cases  26  were  seen  by 
the  Psychologist  for  assessment  of  educational  problems  only,' 
leaving  111  cases  which  were  seen  at  the  clinic  for  treatment.

Remedial  Teaching.  The  new  school  year  began  with  13 
children  on  the  register  one  boy  having  obtained  a  place  at  Scorton 
Grammar  School  where  he  settled  well,  and  a  girl  having  been 
transferred  to  St.  Peter’s  Residential  School,  Horbury.  One  boy 
removed  to  another  authority  to  whom  full  reports  were  sent. 
Two  girls  left  school  at  Christmas  and  one  boy  of  10  was  discharged 
and  is  now  attending  school  full  time.  During  the  last  6  months 
we  have  been  able  to  admit  some  new  cases:  3  girls  and  a  boy — 
all  in  a  younger  age  range  7 — 10  years,  and  an  older  boy  of  13  is 
under  consideration.  Numbers  now  stand  at  14  on  roll  and  one 
pending.  Close  liaison  with  schools  and  homes  is  being  maintained, 
and  in  all  cases  of  children  of  junior  school  age  progress  is  very 
marked.  The  older  boys  find  it  much  harder  to  break  through 
barriers  and  resentment  about  their  educational  failures.  The  school 
medical  authorities  have  noted  definite  improvement  as  have  Heads 
and  class  teachers  in  schools. 
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The  clinic  team  have  continued  to  lay  importance  on  our 
lunch  time  discussion  on  Thursdays,  and  have  been  pleased  that  a 
number  of  General  practitioners  have  found  time  to  come  and  meet 
us  and  discuss  their  cases.  We  have  also  had  visits  from  a  number 
of  Head  Teachers,  even  though  some  had  to  come  from  outside 
this  Division^  We  have  had  regular  visits  from  Dr.  Schofield  and 
have  welcomed  the  interest  shown  by  the  other  Assistant  Medical 
Officers.  We  have  had  visits  from  the  staff  of  the  Children’s  Depart¬ 
ment,  both  in  this  Division  and  outside,  and  also,  from  Mr. 
Rawcliffe,  the  Divisional  Education  Officer. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  people  have  come  to  study  the 
working  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  including:  Dr.  Atkinson 
from  the  Regional  Hospital  Board:  Dr.  Stoakley  from  Skipton,  and 
Dr.  Jessop  from  Cleckheaton,  4  students  from  the  Institute  of 
Education,  Leeds;  2  student  Health  Visitors  and  others. 

I  will  conclude  by  thanking  all  the  members  of  the  clinic  and 
also  Dr.  Hepple  for  his  sustained  and  benign  interest  in  child 
guidance  work.

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Four  fifths  of  the  births  in  the  division  take  place  in  hospital. 
This  seems  to  be  equally  true  of  both  the  urban  and  rural  areas 
and  has  varied  very  little  for  a  number  of  years.  There  is  a  school 
of  thought  among  obstetricians  which  claims  that  all  births  should 
take  place  in  hospital.  This,  I  think,  is  very  debatable.  Whilst  it  is 
true  the  modern  drugs  have  greatly  diminished  the  danger  of 
infection  to  the  mother,  the  young  child  is  still  very  vulnerable, 
and  is  generally  safer  in  the  family  home.

The  department  investigates  all  applications  for  maternity 
beds  on  social  grounds  for  the  Units  at  Harrogate,  Ripon  and  York. 

(b)  Ante-natal  Clinics 

Two  sessions  per  week  are  held  at  Dragon  Parade  Clinic, 
Harrogate,  and  two  sessions  per  month  at  Alma  House,  Ripon. 
Most  family  doctors  undertake  ante-natal  care  of  their  own  patients 
and  the  maternity  hospitals  also  run  sessions.  The  health  depart¬ 
ment  clinics  are  very  useful  in  that  they  are  able  to  put  the  expectant 
mother  in  touch  with  the  local  services  which  will  be  of  use  to  her. 

(c)  Relaxation  and  Mothercrafft  Classes 

These  are  held  regularly  for  expectant  mothers  at  2  Dragon 
Parade,  Harrogate,  Fysche  Flail,  Knaresborough  and  Alma  House, 
Ripon,  208  expectant  mothers  made  1,342  attendances  at  the  Harro¬ 
gate  Clinic-  36  mothers  made  280  attendances  at  the  Knaresborough 
Clinic  and  46  mothers  made  416  attendances  at  the  Ripon  Clinic. 

The  classes  have  two  main  functions.  They  help  expectant 
mothers  to  get  rid  of  their  natural  anxieties  about  childbirth  by 
explanation  and  preparatory  exercises,  and  they  gave  essential 
information  on  what  is  now  a  highly  technical  business — bringing 
up  a  healthy  child  protected  as  far  as  possible  against  various 
diseases.  23 
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(d)  Infant  Welfare  Centres 

Two  new  centres  were  opened  during  the  year  at  St.  Mark’s 
Hall,  Leeds  Road,  Harrogate,  and  the  Institute,  Pannal,  to  cater 
for  the  increased  population  in  these  parts  of  the  town.  The  table 
on  the  following  pages  gives  particulars  of  all  the  fixed  clinics  in 
the  division.

(f)  Phenylketonuria 

One  type  of  mental  defect  is  due  to  a  metabolic  disturbance 
which  produces  damage  to  the  brain  in  early  life.  It  is  detectable  by 
a  simple  test  on  the  urine  of  young  babies  which  is  now  done  as  a 
routine  by  the  health  visitors  for  the  babies  in  their  care. 

No  case  of  phenylketonuria  has  so  far  been  discovered  in  the 
division. 


(g)  Dental  Care 

The  arrangements  for  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  continue  as  before. 

(h)  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  children 

The  unmarried  girl  who  is  having  a  baby  is  often  desparately 
in  need  of  expert  help  and  advice.  She  needs  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  confinement,  and  for  her  own  rehabilitation  and  the  care  of 
her  child  afterwards. 

Valuable  work  in  this  field  is  done  by  the  Social  Workers  of 
the  Ripon  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  who  work  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners,  the  health  visitors,  and 
the  health  department. 

The  County  Council  makes  grants  in  approved  cases  towards 
the  cost  of  institutional  care  before  the  confinement. 

105  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  department  during  the  year. 
This  figure  includes  about  25%  of  people  who  come  into  the 
Division  from  other  areas.  Of  the  residents,  18  were  between  the 
age  of  fifteen  and  nineteen,  while  37  were  aged  between  twenty 
and  twenty-four  years.  This  is,  therefore,  not  mainly  a  teenage 
problem,  as  is  often  assumed. 

(i)  Care  of  Premature  Babies 

These  small  babies  need  special  care  to  avoid  injury  from 
chilling.  Two  Sorrento  cots  and  equipment  are  provided,  based  at 
Harrogate  and  Ripon,  for  loan  to  doctors  and  midwives  looking 
after  premature  babies-  The  Ripon  cot  was  used  once  during  the 
year,  while  the  Harrogate  one  was  not  used. 

The  Sorrento  cot  has  the  disadvantage  of  being  too  bulky  for 
easy  transport,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  provision  of  smaller 
portable  incubators  is  being  considered. 
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(j)  Albany  Avenne  Day  Nursery 

This  nursery  is  open  from  8-30  a.m.  to  4-30  p.m.  from 
Monday  to  Friday.  It  accommodates  the  young  children  of  mothers 
who  are  obliged  to  maintain  themselves  and  their  families  by 
going  out  to  work.  The  health  of  these  children  is  supervised  by 
the  medical  staff  of  the  Department. 

(k)  Inspection  of  Children  at  Residential  Nurseries  and 
County  Children’s  Homes 

A  routine  inspection  is  made  twice  a  year  of  all  children 
resident  in  the  Leadhall  Grange  and  Harlow  Court  Residential 
Nurseries,  Harrogate,  and  in  three  Homes  for  older  children  in 
Knaresborough.  A  report  is  furnished  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  to  the  Children’s  Department  in  which  details  are  given 
regarding  the  children’s  health,  the  staffing,  and  on  any  environ¬ 
mental  condition  which  may  affect  the  health  of  the  children. 

8.  Paediatric  Clinics 

In  Harrogate  children  are  seen  by  the  paediatrician  at  the 
hospital.  In  Ripon,  Dr.  Prosser  holds  a  monthly  Clinic  at  Alma 
House,  at  which  9  patients  were  seen  during  1961. 

Buzzers  for  Bedwetters 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Hall  for  the  following  report: — 

Three  Enuresis  Alarm  Buzzers  have  been  in  use  during  the 
past  year  in  the  Harrogate  area. 

In  7  cases  of  nocturnal  enuresis  there  have  been  good  results 
with  no,  or  only  occasional,  lapses.  Ages  have  ranged  between 
twelve  and  five.  The  older  children  have  been  particularly  pleased 
with  the  “Buzzer”. 

There  have  been  3  partial  successes — due  to  moving,  due  to 
very  deep  sleep,  and  due  to  poor  co-operation. 

There  has  been  one  failure,  when  the  child  was  frightened  of 
the  noise- 

There  are  18  children  waiting  to  try  the  Buzzer  but  there  is 
necessarily  a  slow  turnover. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  select  older  children  for  treatment 
because  they  suffer  more  from  this  complaint  and  they  are  more 
anxious  to  co-operate. 

9.  Midwifery 

During  1961,  domiciliary  midwives  cared  for  346  home  con¬ 
finements  while  1,742  cases  were  delivered  in  institutions.  168  of 
the  latter  were  sent  home  before  the  fifth,  and  430  between  the 
fifth  and  tenth  day.

10.  Health  Visiting 

Seventeen  full-time  Health  Visitors  and  one  part-time  Assistant

between  the  Health  Department  and  the  Chest  Physicians.  One  was 
largely  occupied  with  the  admission  and  discharge  of  old  people  to 
hospitals,  old  peoples’  homes,  and  Part  III  accommodation,  work¬ 
ing  closely  with  the  geriatric  unit  at  Knaresborough.

11.  Home  Nursing 

22  district  nurses  and  2  part  time  district  nurses  were  serving 
the  Division  at  the  end  of  the  year.  12  of  them  did  combined  mid¬ 
wifery  duties  also. 

In  Harrogate  especially  the  routine  care  of  elderly  people  is 
a  considerable  problem,  and  in  September  an  Assistant  District 
nurse  commenced  duty  on  an  experimental  basis  with  special  res¬ 
ponsibilities  for  bathing  old  people.  This  pilot  Scheme  has  been 
a  great  success  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  become  a  permanent 
feature  of  the  service.

Mental  Health 

This  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959, 
has  been  fraught  with  difficulties  for  the  local  health  authority 
service  in  this  area.  In  October  one  Mental  Welfare  Officer  began 
a  long  period  of  absence  due  to  sickness  and  another  left  to  take  up 
an  appointment  elsewhere.  In  November  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  had  to  go  off  duty  because  of  illness. 

In  spite  of  these  difficulties,  a  good  deal  of  work  was  done 
with  the  help  of  Mr.  Hope,  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Offi 
cer  from  Wetherby. 

Officers  attended  at  out-patient  sessions  at  Ripon  and  Harro¬ 
gate  as  often  as  it  was  possible,  and  liaison  was  maintained  with 
Clifton  Hospital.

Group  Training  Class 

The  Group  Training  Class  at  the  Theosophical  Hall  was  well 
attended  throughout  the  year. 

The  children  co-operate  well  in  their  training,  and  are  con¬ 
tinually  gaining  confidence,  and  showing  results  which  although 
varying  considerably  from  individual  children,  do  show  that  they 
are  making  the  maximum  effort  of  which  they  are  capable. 

Open  Day,  1961,  took  place  in  May  when  the  children  sang 
and  danced  around  the  Maypole,  and  the  May  Queen  was  crowned 
in  the  traditional  manner. 

Four  children  left  the  class  during  the  year  to  take  up  employ¬ 
ment  and  they  are  working  successfully  along  with  normal 
employees. 

The  social  activities  during  the  year  were  a  great  success. 
The  summer  outing  in  June  was  to  Filey,  when  a  perfect  day  was 
enjoyed  thoroughly. 

In  December  a  visit  to  the  circus  at  Leeds  was  preceded  by  a 
Christmas  party  at  the  Mansion,  Roundhay,  and  provided  lively 
discussion. 

Home  Teaching 

One  teacher  was  available  one  day  per  week  to  give  home 
training  to  those  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  Group  Training 
Class,  all  of  whom  were  over  school  age.  Instruction  was  given  in 
basketry,  embroidery,  knitting  and  rug  making.  4  sub-normal 
persons  and  1  case  of  mental  illness  were  visited  weekly  during 
the  year. 

15.  Home  Help  Service 

This  service  has  shown  a  slight  decrease  in  work  over  the 
previous  year.  3,760  fewer  hours  were  worked  than  in  1960. 

156  part-time  home  helps  and  2  whole  time  home  helps  were 
employed,  equivalent  to  63  whole  time  workers.

16.  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care 

Consultative  sessions  have  been  held  by  the  Chest  Physicians 
twice  weekly  at  Scotton  Banks  Hospital,  three  times  weekly  at  the 
Chest  Clinic,  Harrogate  General  Hospital,  and  fortnightly  at  the 
Chest  Clinic  at  Ripon  Hospital.  The  special  children’s  and 
adolescent  clinic  also  serves  for  a  contact  clinic  where  685  contacts 
were  seen,  219  of  whom  were  first  attendances,  and  of  these  153 
were  given  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

During  1961,  there  were  35  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified 
and  219  contacts  examined,  giving  a  ratio  of  6  contacts  examined 
to  each  newly  notified  case. 

Contact  tracing  was  carried  out  in  two  local  firms  where 
newly  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  occurred. 

Close  liaison  has  continued  between  the  Clinic  and  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  in  placing  tuberculous  patients  in  employ¬ 
ment  suitable  to  their  health  and  that  of  their  fellow  employees. 
To  this  end  1  case  was  referred  from  this  Division  to  the  Resettle¬ 
ment  Centre  at  Leeds  for  suitable  training. 

In  June  1961,  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Ripon.  1,317 
people  were  examined  and  3  cases  were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic 
and  followed  up  and  advised,  1  of  them  was  found  to  be  actively 
tuberculous. 

Liaison  with  the  general  practitioners  involved  was  main¬ 
tained. 

The  Harrogate  and  Ripon  Care  Committee  has  continued 
to  help  the  relatively  few  cases  for  whom  other  adequate  help 
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was  not  available.  Needy  cases  were  supplied  with  a  Christmas 
parcel  of  eggs,  fruit,  butter  and  groceries.  The  Committee  has 
extended  its  activities  to  include  non  tuberculous  chest  cases. 

428  orders  for  free  milk  were  issued  to  89  patients  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician  during  the  year. 

The  Department  continued  to  provide  nursing  equipment  on 
loan  at  the  request  of  home  nurses  or  general  practitioners. 

Recuperative  Home  Treatment 

During  the  year  14  applications  were  received  for  recuperative 
home  treatment  recommended  by  general  practitioners;  2  were  in 
respect  of  school  boys;  2  were  tuberculous  patients,  and  1  was  a 
mother  admitted  with  2  children  to  a  home  for  cases  requiring 
family  rehabilitation.  The  remaining  9  cases  were  in  respect  of 
other  adults. 

17.  Chiropody. 

This  service  continued  to  be  provided  for  old  age  pensioners, 
expectant  mothers,  and  handicapped  persons.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  a  direct  service  employing  4  chiropodists  was  in  operation 
in  the  Borough  of  Harrogate,  and  indirect  services  provided  in 
conjunction  with  voluntary  bodies  were  working  in  Ripon,  Knares- 
borough,  Pateley  Bridge,  Boroughbridge,  Poppleton  and  Nun 
Monkton. 

18.  Registration  of  Nursing  Homes 

There  were  16  registered  nursing  homes  in  the  division  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  All  were  inspected  during  1961. 

19.  Registration  of  Old  People’s  Homes 

The  22  old  people’s  homes  registered  in  the  area  were  visited 
in  conjunction  with  the  Divisional  Welfare  Officer. 

20.  Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated 

Monthly  meetings  of  workers  from  the  interested  voluntary 
and  statutory  bodies  were  held.  The  experiment  of  combining  the 
Harrogate  and  Ripon  meetings  was  tried  but  was  not  satisfactory, 
and  separate  meetings  will  in  future  be  held.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1961 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of 
Nidderdale. 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1961. 

The  rate  of  new  building  continues  to  increase,  particularly 
private  development  in  the  Poppleton,  Killinghall  and  Hamps- 
thwaite  areas.  The  demand  appears  to  arise  from  the  desire  of 
many  people  who  are  working  in  the  adjacent  towns  to  reside  in 
the  country. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  necessary  labour, 
every  effort  is  made  to  maintain  and  improve  upon  all  the  services 
offered  to  the  residents  in  these  rapidly  growing  villages  and  to 
give  every  satisfaction  within  the  scope  of  the  labour  and  equip¬ 
ment  available. 

The  time  is  arriving  when  a  new  assessment  of  the  Council’s 
requirements  in  terms  of  labour  force  will  have  to  be  made,  more 
particularly  in  view  of  the  extensive  sewerage  schemes  which  were 
under  consideration  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  annual  growth 
of  new  building  now  being  in  the  region  of  150  houses  per  year  will 
also  necessitate  a  revision  of  the  refuse  collection  service  if  the 
weekly  collection  is  to  be  maintained  for  all  dwellings  other  than 
isolated  farms. 

Your  officers  and  staff  are  having  to  deal  with  an  ever  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  requests  for  information  and  advice  as  the 
district  grows,  a  service  which  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  general 
public. 

The  need  for  an  improvement  or  extension  of  the  existing  office 
accommodation  is  becoming  more  acute  and  is  a  problem  which 
the  Council  will  have  to  give  urgent  consideration  to  if  the  efficiency 
of  the  department  is  to  be  maintained. 
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In  view  of  my  impending  retirement  next  year,  I  would  like 
to  record  that  I  have  been  blessed  with  the  services  of  an  efficient 
and  hard-working  staff  who  are  a  credit  to  the  Council.  It  is  their 
endeavour  that  has  made  the  working  of  the  department  so  smooth 
and  efficient  and  I  appreciate  their  efforts  and  loyalty  very  much 
indeed.  I  would  also  like  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  members  of  the  Council  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  kindness  and  understanding  and  for 
the  encouragement  that  they  have  always  freely  given  to  members 
of  my  staff  and  myself.  I  am  grateful  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  his  friendly  co-operation  and  advice.

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1.  WATER  SUPPLIES 

(a)  Private  Supplies 

The  percentage  of  dwellings  on  piped  water  supplies  within  the 
district  is  96%.  Only  the  sparsely  populated  areas  and  isolated 
farm  houses  rely  on  private  sources  such  as  wells  and  boreholes. 
The  following  communities  are  provided  with  private  supplies  piped 
into  houses: — 

Ripley 

Nidd 

Walkingham  Hill 

Throughout  the  year  24  samples  of  water  were  taken  from 
private  supplies  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  8  of  these  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  8  unsatisfactory 
samples,  5  were  derived  from  the  York  Road  area,  Hessay,to 
support  a  proposed  extension  of  a  mains  supply,  and  2  more  were 
taken  from  the  Queen’s  Head  Hotel,  Kettlesing,  at  the  time  when 
these  premises  were  served  by  a  spring  supply;  since  then  mains 
water  has  been  laid  on. 

During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  a  Corn  &  Seed  Merchant 
within  the  district  who  was  investigating  the  use  of  an  additional 
private  supply,  a  series  of  8  samples  were  taken  at  regular  intervals 
from  the  spring  source,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  up  to  the  standards 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  this  type  of  supply.  4 
samples  taken  from  the  Ripley  Village  Private  Supply  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

(b)  Public  Supplies 

During  the  year  the  village  of  Kettlesing  was  provided  with  a 
public  supply  for  the  first  time  by  the  Claro  Water  Board.  As  a 
result  of  an  investigation  carried  out  by  the  Department  this  supply 
was  later  extended  to  include  several  farms  and  smallholdings  in 
the  White  Wall  Lane  Area  which  had  hitherto  relied  on  wells  and 
springs  which  tended  to  dry  up  after  periods  without  rain. 

towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Shawfield  Head  area  of 
Beckwithshaw  was  also  provided  with  a  public  supply  by  the  Claro 
Water  Board,  resulting  from  preliminary  investigation  and  sampling 
carried  out  by  officers  of  the  Council. 

Routine  samples  are  constantly  taken  by  the  officers  of  the 
Water  Board  from  the  various  mains  and  supplies  under  their 
jurisdiction.  Nevertheless,  a  complaint  was  investigated  in  the 
Boroughbridge  area  regarding  a  mains  supply  and  4  samples  were 
taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
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The  Claro  Water  Board  and  the  York  Waterworks  Department 
are  the  Statutory  Undertakers  who  supply  public  water  to  the  area. 
There  is  no  risk  of  plumbo  solvency  and  the  Undertakers  serving 
each  village  is  listed  on  pages  70  and  71 

At  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  were  in  progress  with 
private  owners  and  the  officers  of  the  Claro  Water  Board  with 
regard  to  offering  a  public  supply  to  that  part  of  Hessay  Parish 
adjoining  the  York  Road. 

2.  (a)  DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  work  was  completed  in  extending 
the  Tutt  Valley  sewer  to  serve  the  villages  of  Brearton  and  Burton 
Leonard,  Lingerfield,  Copgrove  and  Roecliffe.  All  the  properties 
within  these  villages  together  with  a  number  of  isolated  properties 
on  the  route  of  trunk  sewers  were  connected  to  the  system.  The 
extension  of  the  Killinghall  sewerage  system  to  the  Lund  Lane 
area  was  also  completed. 

The  discussions  which  were  reported  as  taking  place  in  the  last 
annual  report  with  the  Thirsk  Rural  District  Council  for  the 
reception  of  Langthorpe’s  sewage  to  the  Tutt  Valley  Works  at 
Boroughbridge  were  continued  in  more  detail  during  1961. 

Work  for  the  sewering  of  the  village  of  Rufforth  with  a  gravity  - 
sewer  and  pumphouse  was  commenced  during  1961,  after  the 
Council  had  acquired  the  old  Royal  Air  Force  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Rufforth. 

The  Council’s  Consultant  Engineer  prepared  a  scheme  to 
convey  sewage  from  Upper  and  Nether  Poppleton  to  the  Rufforth 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  at  the  same  time  allowing  for  the  sewering 
of  Knapton  village.  This  proposal  would  obviate  the  necessity  of 
conveying  sewage  into  the  York  Corporation  sewers  which  has 
been  the  practice  of  this  Council  since  before  the  war.  The  scheme 
was  later  approved  and  work  commenced  towards  the  latter  part 
of  the  year. 

A  comprehensive  scheme  for  enlarging  the  Tutt  Valley  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  together  with  sewering  Arkendale,  Coneythorpe, 
Flaxby,  Upper  and  Lower  Dunsforth  and  part  of  Marton-cum- 
Grafton  and  South  Stainley  was  prepared  by  your  Council’s  Con¬ 
sultant  Engineer.  The  scheme  also  includes  the  abandoning  of  the 
existing  sewage  disposal  works  at  Great  and  Little  Ouseburn  and 
Grafton,  which  are  becoming  obsolete  and  in  need  of  extensive 
repair  and  thereby  connecting  these  villages  to  one  central  works 
at  Boroughbridge.  By  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  were  still 
proceeding  at  Ministerial  level  in  connection  with  these  proposals. 
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The  Council’s  Foreman  and  outside  staff  continue  to  maintain 
all  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  throughout  the  area  in  a 
most  satisfactory  manner, which  is  a  considerable  task  bearing  in 
mind  the  ever  increasing  volume  of  sewage  which  passes  through 
the  various  works.  This  work  also  includes  the  routine  maintenance 
of  pumps  and  ejectors.  Electrical  maintenance  work  is  carried  out 
by  a  local  firm  of  Contractors.  There  is  every  indication  that  some 
additional  labour  will  shortly  be  required  to  effectively  maintain 
the  increasing  number  of  pump  houses  and  greater  mileage  of 
sewers. 

(b)  Trade  Effluents 

The  Trade  Effluent  Agreement  to  discharge  sewage,  between 
the  Council  and  the  Industrial  Laundry  in  Boroughbridge,  still 
remains  in  force.  A  close  watch  is  kept  to  ensure  that  the  firm  pre¬ 
treat  the  effluent  to  agreed  standards  before  discharging  this  waste 
into  the  sewers,  and  samples  are  taken  as  necessary. 

(c)  Cesspit  Emptier 

This  vehicle  was  purchased  8  years  ago.  It  is  principally  em¬ 
ployed  to  empty  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  at  private  dwellings 
for  which  a  charge  is  made;  it  is  also  used  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Council’s  own  sewers  and  works. 

An  income  of  £261  was  derived  from  private  owners. 

(d)  Rivers,  Streams  and  Watercourses 

A  watch  is  maintained  by  the  officers  of  the  Rivers  Board  on 
all  effluents  from  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  throughout 
the  district.  Close  co-operation  exists  between  them  and  your 
Technical  Staff  to  secure  improvement  in  the  quality  of  effluents 
discharging  into  streams  and  watercourses. 

The  Council  have  two  standard  designs  of  septic  tanks,  both  of 
which  have  the  approval  of  the  Rivers  Board.  One  design  has  a 
filter  attached  to  allow  a  direct  discharge  of  the  effiuent  into  a 
watercourse,  the  other  comprises  a  two  chambered  installation  the 
effluent  from  which  must  be  piped  to  soakers.  These  have  now 
been  in  use  for  a  number  of  years  and  it  is  the  practice  of  the 
Department  to  insist  on  these  designs  for  small  installations  in 
order  to  achieve  some  degree  of  standardisation  throughout  t  e 
district.  Drawings  of  both  tanks  are  available  in  the  department 
for  the  use  of  Architects,  Builders  and  other  members  of  the  Public. 
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(e)  Sanitary  Accommodation  and  Privy  Conversions 

Every  effort  is  made  to  persuade  individual  owners  to  convert 
existing  earth  closets  and  pail  closets  into  waterborne  sanitation, 
particularly  where  both  mains  water  and  sewer  are  available,  and 
59  such  conversions  were  made  during  the  year.  It  is  of  interest  to 
note  that  91.5%  of  houses  are  now  provided  with  water  closets; 
the  remainder  being  in  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  area. 

No  plans  of  dwelling  houses  deposited  under  the  Building 
Bye-Laws  showed  sanitary  accommodation  other  than  water  closets.

3.  CLEANSING 

(a)  Collection 

For  the  majority  of  the  year  the  recently  introduced  weekly 
collection  scheme  operated  fairly  successfully,  except  for  a  break 
in  continuity  resulting  from  holidays,  sickness  and  occasional 
breakdown. 

The  continual  growth  of  the  area  was  such  that  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  it  was  apparent  that  the  weekly  collection  could 
only  be  maintained  with  the  aid  of  an  additional  loader  or  a  fifth  ' 
vehicle.  Later  in  the  year  the  opportunity  arose  to  purchase  a 
second-hand  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  vehicle  at  a  nominal  figure,  and 
in  view  of  the  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  weekly  refuse  collection 
the  Council  decided  to  purchase  this  vehicle. 

The  district  was  then  divided  into  five  collection  areas  and  by 
employing  additional  loaders  the  difficulty  was  overcome.

Routine  servicing  of  all  vehicles  continues  to  be  carried  out 
using  pressure  greasing  equipment  at  the  Lingerfield  Depot — which 
results  in  a  saving  in  maintenance  costs.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
ensure  that  the  vehicles  are  washed  and  cleansed  once  per  week, 
with  a  thorough  greasing  and  servicing  monthly,  which  is  carried 
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out  by  the  drivers.  So  far  as  the  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  vehicles  are 
concerned  they  are  inspected  by  a  works  fitter  approximately  every 
third  month,  and  a  report  issued  to  the  Department  on  their  general 
condition  and  minor  adjustments  that  may  be  required. 

During  the  year  the  Council  gave  consideration  and  agreed 
to  introduce  a  five  day  working  week  for  all  the  Council's  outside 
staff  and  a  stand-by  system  was  introduced  to  cover  Saturday 
mornings.  The  crews  of  vehicles  and  sewage  works  attendants, 
therefore,  have  three  Saturday  mornings  off  duty  and  every  fourth 
on  stand-by.  The  system  appears  to  be  working  reasonably  well. 

The  Council  again  pursued  their  policy  of  the  automatic 
annual  exchange  of  the  Foreman  and  the  Rodent  Officer’s  vans. 

(b)  Disposal 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  two  established  sites, 
principally  the  16  acre  dis-used  quarry  site  which  the  Council  own 
at  Lingerfield  and  the  four  acre  Brickworks  yard  at  Green 
Hammerton.  The  latter  tip  is  rented  from  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  on  a  short  term  lease. 

The  ever  increasing  volume  of  refuse  which  is  being  handled 
signifies  that  a  further  area  of  tip  will  have  to  be  re-claimed  from 
the  “lake”  at  Lingerfield  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  The  Green 
Hammerton  tip  is  nearing  the  end  of  its  useful  life  and  whilst  the 
question  of  hauling  soil  from  the  British  Sugar  Corporation’s  factory 
at  Poppleton  for  the  purpose  of  reinstating  the  portions  of  this  site 
which  have  now  been  filled,  proved  rather  difficult,  a  certain  amount 
of  re-claiming  was  carried  out.  It  is  a  condition  of  the  lease  that 
this  tip  shall  be  properly  level,  covered  with  top  soil  and  re-seeded 
before  being  handed  over  to  the  owners.  Unless  this  work  can  be 
carried  out  in  a  staged  programme  the  cost  of  reinstatement  would 
be  a  very  considerable  burden  if  it  has  to  be  carried  out  by  contract 
work. 

The  new  central  depot  and  garage  which  was  completed  last 
year,  is  proving  to  be  a  very  useful  asset.  All  vehicles  are  garaged 
at  Lingerfield  with  the  exception  of  the  Foreman’s  van  which  is 
housed  in  an  outbuilding  at  the  rear  of  the  offices,  in  order  to  be  a 
little  more  convenient  for  the  Foreman  who  regularly  turns  out  on 
emergency  work.  Whilst  the  formation  of  the  depot  was  largely 
completed  last  year  the  store-room,  the  Foreman’s  office  and  staff 
room  were  still  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  as  had  been 
anticipated. 

The  tip  continues  to  be  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
with  the  aid  of  the  Massey/Ferguson  “65”  diesel  engined  tractor 
which  was  purchased  last  year,  and  although  it  is  used  on  other 
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work  in  connection  with  sewage  works  maintenance,  it  is  largely 
employed  in  maintaining  the  two  tips  referred  to.  There  were  no 
complaints  during  the  year  and  no  incidents  of  tip  fires. 

The  tree  planting  programme  to  the  quarry  surrounds,  which 
was  completed  last  year,  should  prove  to  be  a  very  desirable  feature 
in  the  future — the  trees  appear  to  be  getting  nicely  established. 

It  is  significant  that  there  have  been  no  further  acts  of 
vandalism  at  the  quarry  since  the  6ft.  high  perimeter  chain  link 
fencing  was  completed.

In  addition  to  maintaining  both  tips,  the  driver  of  the  tractor 
assists  the  Foreman  as  and  when  required  on  work  outside  the 
depot  and  when  not  otherwise  employed  devotes  his  time  to  the 
recovery  of  salvage. 

4.  PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES,  BOROUGHBRIDGE 

The  new  Public  Conveniences  in  St.  Helena,  Boroughbridge 
were  completed  during  1961  with  the  subsequent  closing  of  the  old 
unsatisfactory  conveniences  which  were  suitably  re-instated  to  the 
owner’s  satisfaction. 

These  conveniences  are  a  considerable  asset  to  the  villagers, 
and  in  view  of  their  situation,  are  adequately  advertised  and  within 
easy  reach  of  North  and  South-bound  A.l  traffic.  As  to  be  expected, 
there  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  vandalism,  as  a  result  of  which, 
further  protective  precautions  have  had  to  be  taken. 

The  income  derived  from  these  conveniences  was  £153.16.11. 
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5.  HOUSING 

(a)  Existing  Houses 

There  is  a  total  of  4,864  dwelling  houses  within  the  area  which 
includes  721  Council  Houses  and  192  Business  Premises  with 
attached  living  accommodation. 

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  was  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  further  progress  made  in  dealing  with  individually  unfit 
houses  not  capable  of  repair  at  a  reasonable  expense  by  represent¬ 
ing  them  for  Demolition  and  Closing  Orders. 

In  many  instances  defects  are  remedied  as  a  result  of  informal 
action  by  your  officers  who  are  continually  urging  owners  to 
improve  their  premises.  It  is  apparent  that  the  general  standard  of 
housing  throughout  the  area  is  high  and  continues  to  improve, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  Grants  which  are  made  available  by 
the  Council  to  owners  to  achieve  this  purpose. 

There  were  no  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  during  the  year 
and  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

(b)  New  Houses 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  number  of  new  houses  com¬ 
pleted  shows  a  50%  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Again  the 
majority  of  private  development  took  place  in  the  villages  of  Upper 
Poppleton,  Hampsthwaite  and  Killinghall,  which  represents  89% 
of  the  number  of  private  houses  completed. 

These  areas,  which  are  within  easy  reach  of  both  York  and 
Harrogate,  respectively,  are  in  a  considerable  demand  for  the 
individual  who  wishes  to  reside  in  a  country  area  and  at  the  same 
time  be  in  close  proximity  to  the  other  amenities  afforded  by  the 
towns. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  in  the  examination  of 
deposited  plans,  site  visits  and  the  inspection  of  building  work  in 
progress,  and  the  ever  increasing  development  which  is  taking  place 
makes  it  more  difficult  to  maintain  the  high  standard  attained  by 
the  Department.  New  drainage  systems  and  private  sewers  are 
tested  by  the  Rodent  Officer,  who  combines  this  work  with  his  other 
duties. 

A  high  proportion  of  building  work  within  the  area  may  be 
referred  to  as  good  class  residential  development  which  reflects 
the  close  liaison  which  exists  between  the  staff  and  the  many 
Architects,  Surveyors  and  Building  Contractors  concerned. 
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I  should  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Area 
Planning  Officer  and  his  staff  for  the  advice  and  assistance  which  is 
readily  given  from  day  to  day  to  the  members  of  my  Department.

6.  Town  &  Country  Planning  and  Building  Control

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Eight  Appeals  were  made  to  the  Minister  against  the  refusal 
of  the  Council  to  grant  planning  permission,  of  which  7  were 
dismissed  and  one  was  withdrawn. 

There  were  66  applications  for  planning  permission  which  were 
refused,  but  no  plans  were  refused  by  the  Council  under  their 
building  byelaws  and  119  applications  for  garages,  porches,  sheds, 
etc.  were  also  dealt  with  by  the  Department  as  “exempted”  build¬ 
ings.  which  are  not  included  in  the  figures  mentioned  above. 

(b)  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  and  House 
Purchase  &  Housing  Act,  1959 

It  is  sound  practice  to  preserve  structurally  sound  houses  with 
a  substantial  life  remaining  by  improving  their  amenities.  Such  is 
the  aim  of  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants. 

Discretionary  Grants  are  intended  for  dwellings  which  can 
be  brought  up  to  a  defined  standard,  comparable  with  that  of 
modern  houses,  when  allowance  is  made  for  age  and  limitation  in 
design,  layout  and  structure. 

Standard  Grants  are  intended  generally  for  houses  which 
cannot  be  brought  up  to  the  high  standard  required  in  the  case  of 
Discretionary  Grants,  but  which  none  the  less  warrant  some  ex¬ 
penditure  to  make  them  more  comfortable  for  the  remainder  of 
their  useful  life.  Dwellings  must  be  fit  for  human  habitation  and 
likely  to  remain  so  and  available  for  the  use  as  a  dwelling  for  at 
least  15  years,  and  the  works  which  attract  assistance  are  confined 
to  those  involved  in  providing  a  bathroom,  internal  W.C.,  proper 
food  store  and  hot  water  system. 

Continued  efforts  are  being  made  to  persuade  more  owners  to 
take  advantage  of  these  grants  which  the  Council  make  available. 
The  response  has  been  and  still  is  very  encouraging,  particularly 
from  owner /occupiers,  although  there  is  still  a  need  for  more 
applications  particularly  from  owners  of  tenanted  houses. 

As  far  as  Discretionary  Grants  are  concerned  the  actual  cost 
of  improvement  works  are  calculated  in  the  Department,  in  order 
to  reach  what  may  be  considered  a  reasonable  estimate.  Applica¬ 
tions  which  are  received  are  dealt  with  and  reported  to  the  next 
appropriate  meeting  of  the  Council,  which  means  a  maximum  delay 
of  only  one  month  for  the  applicant.

(c)  Tents,  Vans  &  Sheds 


Since  the  last  Annual  Report  the  Caravan  Sites  &  Control  of 
Development  Act  has  been  introduced  to  deal  with  caravans  and 
particularly  caravan  sites.  In  connection  with  this  Act  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  prescribed  Model  Standards,  - 
which  deal  with  density,  roads,  footpaths,  hard-standings,  fire 
fighting  appliances,  water  supply,  drainage,  sanitation,  refuse  dis¬ 
posal,  storage  space,  car  parking  and  recreational  areas. 

There  were  6  caravan  sites  licenced  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  all  being  principally  used  for  holiday  purposes.  These  sites 
were  inspected,  in  conjunction  with  the  Area  Planning  Office  and 
owners  interviewed  and  advised  of  what  action  was  necessary  to 
comply  with  these  more  stringent  standards.

The  Roecliffe  (Bar  Lane)  site  includes  one  permanent  caravan 
and  the  Scotton  site  includes  eight  permanent  caravans.  The 
Hunsingore  site  which  has  been  licenced  for  many  years  has  now 
been  cleared  of  all  structures  and  the  site  has  been  temporarily 
discontinued,  although  a  Planning  permission  still  remains  in  force. 
This  site  will  have  to  be  brought  up  to  the  standards  laid  down 
before  a  licence  could  be  issued. 
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The  number  of  individual  caravans  which  were  licenced  under 
the  Caravan  Sites  &  Control  of  Development  Act  by  the  end  of  the 
year  was  5. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  in  progress  to  bring  all  the 
existing  sites  up  to  the  standard  required  to  comply  with  the  con¬ 
ditions  attached  to  their  licences,  based  on  the  Model  Standards  It 

is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be  completed  before  the  forthcoming 
summer  season.

The  total  number  of  food  premises  within  the  area  remains 
about  the  same  as  the  previous  year  and  every  effort  has  again 
been  made  by  your  officers  to  give  advice  and  prompt  more 
hygienic  practices  in  the  handling  of  open  foods  at  these  premises. 

The  infiltration  of  mobile  shops  into  the  area  from  other 
Authorities  continues  to  be  on  the  increase  and  are  useful  to  those 
persons  living  in  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  district.  It  is  difficult 
to  determine  the  actual  number  of  these  vehicles  which  come  into 
the  area  but  they  are  inspected  whenever  possible. 
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The  West  Riding  Education  Authority  have  canteens  at 
Boroughbridge,  Hampsthwaite  and  Whixley  for  the  preparation  of 
school  dinners  for  children  who  attend  not  only  these  schools  but 
other  schools  within  close  proximity;  the  meals  being  transferred 
in  insulated  containers. 

(b)  Licenced  Premises 

There  are  65  licenced  premises  in  the  area  and  throughout  the 
year  there  has  been  steady  improvement  towards  the  modernisation 
of  some  of  these  premises,  both  in  regard  to  work  being  carried  out 
and  plans  of  proposed  schemes  being  approved  by  the  Council. 

(c)  Ice-cream  premises 

There  are  54  premises  registered  under  the  Food  &  Drugs  Acts 
for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  there  are  still  no  manu¬ 
facturers  within  the  area.  Three  new  premises  were  registerd  during 
the  year. 

(d)  Butchers’  Shops 

There  remains  12  Butchers’  Shops,  of  which  five  have  licenced 
slaughterhouses  attached  and  which  are  used  in  connection  with 
the  shop  premises.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  much  buying  “off 
the  hook”  except  in  cases  of  emergency  to  supplement  the  normal 
sales.  Most  meat  being  derived  from  animals  bought  alive  by  the 
Butchers  concerned  and  in  the  case  of  those  possessing  no  slaughter¬ 
ing  facilities  of  their  own  are  slaughtered  in  licenced  premises  else¬ 
where.  Nine  Butchers’  Shops  are  registered  for  the  preparation  and 
manufacture  of  meat  products. 

(e)  Slaughterhouses 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  appointed 
the  1st  July  as  the  date  on  which  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene 
Regulations)  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty 
Regulations)  came  into  force  in  this  district.  As  a  result,  improve¬ 
ment  works  were  carried  out  to  the  licenced  slaughterhouses  so  as 
to  comply  with  these  Regulations. 

There  are  now  seven  licenced  slaughterhouses  within  the 
district  which  is  a  reduction  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  The 
owner  of  one  chose  to  close  his  slaughterhouse  rather  than  carry 
out  the  necessary  improvement  works.  These  works  have  included 
the  fitting  of  a  permanent  stunning  pen  in  each  slaughterhouse  for 
cattle,  which  is  more  humane  to  the  animals  being  slaughtered  and 
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in  addition  lessens  the  danger  to  operatives.  These  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  are  in  use  and  serve  individual  butchers’  shops,  with  the 
one  exception  of  a  large  wholesale  premises  at  Hampsthwaite.  There 
is  an  exceptionally  high  standard  of  meat  produced  from  these 
slaughterhouses  and  100%  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  is 
again  being  maintained  by  your  three  qualified  Meat  Inspectors. 
The  Council’s  Meat  Inspectors  are  appointed  as  Certification 
Officers  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for 
the  deadweight  grading  of  pigs  under  the  Fatstock  Guarantee 
Scheme,  The  slaughterhouse  in  question  is  now  used  as 
a  centre  for  the  deadweight  grading  of  cattle  and  lambs  in  addition 
to  pigs.  The  number  of  pigs  graded  up  to  the  17th  April,  was  1,409 
from  which  an  income  of  £35.12.6  was  derived. 

In  spite  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  inspected 
last  year  the  carcase  meat,  organs  and  offal  rejected  by  your 
Inspectors  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  has  decreased: —

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(f)  Milk  Supply 

With  effect  from  the  1st  January  all  licences  (both  Dealers  & 
Supplementary)  which  were  in  force  in  connection  with  Tuberculin 
Tested,  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  milk  were  transferred  to  the 
Food  &  Drugs  Authority,  being  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 


8.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  Council’s  Rodent  Officer  continued  to  inspect  and  carry 
out  treatments  of  a  high  proportion  of  the  total  farms  and  small¬ 
holdings  within  the  area  as  well  as  incorporating  other  work  for 
the  Department  such  as  drain  testing  and  building  inspection. 

There  were  880  inspections  carried  out  of  which  137  infesta¬ 
tions  were  discovered  and  satisfactorily  remedied.  The  Council 
derived  an  income  of  £191.18.6  for  this  work  which  represents  a 
considerable  increase  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  due  principally 
to  the  increased  number  of  annual  contracts  being  entered  into 
which  is  a  direct  result  of  the  termination  of  rodent  control  services 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

For  the  seventh  consecutive  year  the  minimum  charge  per 
treatment  was  maintained  at  35/-  and  the  average  cost  amounted 
to  £1.17.6  per  treatment.

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9.  Nuisances 

The  number  of  complaints  made  to  the  Department  in  one  way 
and  another  during  the  year  was  54.  In  many  instances  verbal 
complaints  are  investigated  and  remedied  as  part  of  the  day  to  day 
routine  without  being  recorded.  34  nuisances  were  abated  by  means 
of  informal  action  by  your  officers  and  one  Statutory  Notice  had 
to  be  resorted  to  and  still  remained  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

10.  Petroleum  Consolidated  Regulations 

There  are  64  premises  which  are  licenced  for  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit.  There  was  one  new  installation  licenced  during  the 
year.  All  proposals  are  referred  to  the  officers  of  the  Fire  Service 
for  their  observations  which  are  implemented  when  consent  is  given. 
The  Fire  Service  Department,  combined  with  your  technical  staff, 
also  supervise  the  work  in  progress  and  new  installations,  which 
for  the  most  part,  comprise  underground  storage  tanks. 

I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  to  the 
Divisional  Fire  Officer  and  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  and 
advice  on  these  matters. 

Licences  cover  the  total  storage  of  103,430  gallons  of  petroleum 
spirit,  the  income  from  which  totalled  £51.7.6. 

11.  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

It  was  reported  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  that  a  compre¬ 
hensive  scheme  to  re-design  the  existing  boiler  house  installation  at 
a  local  hospital  to  prevent  unnecessary  smoke  emission  had  been 
submitted.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  by  the  end  of  the  year  this 
scheme  had  been  partially  carried  out  and  it  is  hoped  will  be 
completed  early  in  the  coming  year. 

12.  Local  Land  Charges— Requisition  for  Official  Search 

The  numbenffi:  official  searches  dealt  with  by  the  Department 
during  the  year  totalled  410.  These  represent  requisitions  for  in¬ 
formation  by  Solicitors  to  the  Council  in  connection  with  properties 
within  their  area  which  are  for  the  most  part  changing  hands. 

The  Clerk’s  Department  are  principally  responsible  for  dealing 
with  these  documents  but  reference  is  made  to  this  Department  in 
connection  with  planning  consents,  drainage  details  and  official 
notices.

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14.  Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  area.  A 
privately  owned  pool  is  attached  to  a  large  hotel  and  is  available 
to  the  public  and  residents  during  the  summer  season.  The  pool 
is  filled  from  the  public  water  mains  and  during  the  year  a  small 
automatic  chlorinator  and  filtration  plant  has  been  incorporated, 
thereby  improving  the  water  treatment. 

A  small  portable  “learner  type”  swimming  pool  has  been  on 
trial  during  the  summer  months  at  a  school  within  the  district,  being 
filled  and  replenished  weekly  from  the  public  water  mains.  Aeration 
and  filtration  of  the  water  is  incorporated  by  the  manufacturers  in 
a  filter  sysetm,  the  water  being  chlorinated  by  hand.
